NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION 

FRESH  MEAT  FOR  ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Under  the  amended  regulations  of  the  Minister  of  Health  of  England  all 
fresh  meat  and  organs  derived  from  cattle,  sheep,  and  goats  arriving  in 
England  and  Wales  on  and  after  September  1,  1933,  shall  be  accorded  the  same 
inspection  in  the  country  of  origin  as  for  pigs  (hogs),  the  fresh  parts  of 
which  are  now  acceptable  to  Great  Britain. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  British  Government  for  the  accept- 
ance of  fresh  edible  parts  of  cattle,  sheep,  goats,  and  swine  exported  from 
the  United  States  to  England  and  Wales  which  have  been  inspected  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  now  required  for  fresh  pork  for  Great  Britain,  each 
package  to  be  identified  with  the  Department's  serially  numbered  stamp  modi- 
fied by  printing  thereon  the  statement  "  Meat  from  animals  free  from  disease 
at  time  of  slaughter."  Accordingly,  official  establishments  shall  provide  what- 
ever facilities  and  observe  whatever  procedures  the  inspectors  in  charge  deem 
necessary  in  inspecting,  selecting,  and  identifying  carcasses  and  parts  thereof 
until  exported  to  Great  Britain. 

Each  inspector  in  charge  will  adopt  and  enforce  such  measures  and  pro- 
cedures as  he  deems  necessary  in  selecting  carcasses  free  from  disease  and 
free  from  tuberculosis  in  any  degree,  and  retaining  the  identity  of  such 
carcasses  and  fresh  parts  and  organs  thereof  until  certified  for  export. 

In  this  connection  attention  is  directed  to  notices  in  Service  and  Regulatory 
Announcements  of  April,  July,  and  November  1922,  and  January  1923,  gov- 
erning the  inspection,  identification,  and  certification  of  fresh  pork  for  Great 
Britain. 

"  Modified  stamps "  for  use  as  above  specified  were  distributed  to  Bureau 
stations  in  connection  with  Circular  Letter  No.  1757,  which  was  annulled  by 
Circular  Letter  No.  1759  under  date  of  December  19,  1932. 
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Beginning  September  1933,  the  weight  and  name  of  fresh  parts  of  cattle, 
sheep,  goats,  and  swine,  exported  to  England  and  Wales  under  modified  stamps, 
should  be  shown  separately  in  the  memorandum  at  the  bottom  of  M.I.  Form 
121  D.

License  no.  201-A  was  issued  May  11,  1933,  to  the  Petaluma  Laboratories, 
Ltd.,  southeast  corner  Washington  and  Howard  Streets,  Petaluma,  Calif., 
(mailing  address,  6174  Van  Nuys  Boulevard,  Van  Nuys,  Calif.),  for  infectious- 
laryngotracheitis  vaccine. 

License  no.  203  was  issued-  May  15,  1933,  to  the  Johnson  Laboratories,  2030^ 
Broadway,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  for  anthrax  bacterin. 


LICENSES  TERMINATED,  MAY  1933 

License  no.  199,  issued  September  2,  1931,  to  the  Poultry  Service  Laboratory, 
319  B  Street,  Petaluma,  Calif.,  was  terminated  May  19,  1933,  because  of  a 
change  in  firm  name. 


PROCEEDINGS   UNDER  THE   PACKERS   AND   STOCKYARDS  ACT 


Docket  No.  289. — In  re  Syracuse  Rendering  Co.  of  Eastwood,  N.Y.,  and  Con- 
solidated Rendering  Co.  of  Boston,  Mass.  The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
on  April  10,  1929,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondents  had  violated 
and  were  violating  the  provisions  of  title  II  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act, 
by  engaging  in  and  using  unfair  and  unjustly  discriminatory  practices  or  devices 
in  commerce,  which  complaint  was  set  down  for  a  hearing  on  several  different 
dates  and  finally  on  January  23,  1932,  was  continued  until  further  order.  It 
now  appears  to  the  Secretary  that  there  is  no  apparent  reason  for  continuing 
the  proceedings ;  therefore,  on  June  3,  1933,  the  case  was  dismissed. 

Docket  No.  311. — In  re  L.  B.  Andrews  Livestock  Commission  Co.  et  al., 
Kansas  City,  Mo.  On  April  7,  1930,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  ordered  that 
an  inquiry  be  made  into  the  reasonableness  and  lawfulness  of  all  rates  and 
charges  provided  in  the  tariffs  of  the  respondent  market  agencies  at  the  Kansas 
City  stockyards,  Kansas  City,  Mo.  A  hearing  was  held  at  Kansas  City  from 
December  3,  1930,  to  February  10,  1931.  Oral  argument  was  had  before  the 
Acting  Secretary  on  March  27,  1931.  On  May  18,  1932,  the  Acting  Secretary 
issued  an  order,  to  be  effective  in  30  days,  prescribing  a  schedule  of  reasonable 
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rates  for  buying  and  selling  livestock  on  commission  at  the  Kansas  City  stock- 
yards. On  May  26,  1932,  many  of  the  respondents  filed  a  petition  asking  that 
the  order  of  the  Secretary  be  withdrawn  and  that  the  proceeding  be  reopened 
for  reinvestigation  and  be  set  down  for  further  hearing,  owing  to  changes  in 
the  general  economic  conditions  in  the  United  States  since  1929,  the  year  which 
was  used  in  the  determination  of  the  reasonableness  of  respondents'  rates.  In 
view  of  a  previous  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Secretary  was  of  the 
opinion  that  it  was  his  duty  under  the  law  to  reopen  this  proceeding  and  hold  a 
rehearing.  Accordingly,  by  an  order  dated  July  15,  1932,  the  Secretary  vacated 
the  order  of  May  18,  1932,  and  directed  a  rehearing  which  was  held  from 
October  6  to  November  16,  1932.  An  oral  argument  was  had  before  the  Acting 
Secretary  on  March  24,  1933.  Upon  consideration  of  the  entire  record,  it  was 
found  that  respondents'  schedules  contain  rates  and  charges  which  are  unreason- 
able and  unjustly  discriminatory.  On  June  14,  1933,  the  Secretary  prescribed 
new  and  reasonable  rates  and  charges  to  become  effective  in  30  days  from  the 
date  of  the  order. 

Docket  No.  J^ld. — In  re  Hefner  Commission  Co.,  market  agency,  Chicago,  111. 
The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  January  12,  1933,  issued  an  inquiry 
alleging  that  respondent  had  engaged  in  and  used  certain  unfair;  unjustly 
discriminatory,  and  deceptive  practices  and  devices  in  connection  with  buying 
and  selling  livestock  in  commerce.  On  May  12,  1933,  respondent  acknowledged 
service  of  the  order  of  inquiry,  admitted  the  truth  of  the  matters  and  things 
therein  alleged,  and  waived  a  hearing  thereon.  On  June  9,  1933,  respondent 
was  ordered  to  cease  and ;  desist  from  the  unfair  and  deceptive  practice  and 
device  of  rendering  false  and  fraudulent  accounts  sales  and  remitting  to  its 
consignors  of  livestock  sums  other  than  those  actually  received  and  due  such 
consignors  for  such  livestock,  or  otherwise  violating  said  act  in  the  conduct 
of  its  business  as  a  market  agency. 

Docket  No.  4^4- — In  re  Doud  &  Keefer,  market  agency  and  dealer,  Chicago, 
111.  The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  on  April  17,  1933,  issued  an  inquiry 
alleging  that  respondent  had  violated  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  in  that 
it  had  failed,  neglected,  and  refused  to  execute  and  maintain  a  reasonable 
bond  to  suitable  trustees  to  secure  the  performance  of  its  obligations  as  a 
market  agency  and  dealer.  On  May  8,  1933,  respondent  admitted  the  truth 
of  the  matters  alleged  in  the  inquiry  and  waived  a  hearing  thereon.  On  May 
31,  1933,  respondent  was  suspended  from  registration  as  a  market  agency  and 
dealer  for  a  period  of  6  months,  with  leave  during  said  period  to  apply  for  a 
revocation  of  this  suspension  upon  showing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secretary 
that  it  has  filed  a  bond  or  furnished  some  other  satisfactory  guaranty.  Respond- 
ent was  also  ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  doing  business  as  a  market 
agency  and  dealer  without  executing  and  maintaining  a  reasonable  bond  to 
secure  the  performance  of  its  obligations,  or  submitting  some  other  form  of 
indemnity  which  would  afford  substantially  equivalent  protection. 

STOCKYARDS   POSTED 

The  Yankton  Live  Stock  Sales  Co.,  located  at  Yankton,  S.Dak.,  was  posted  as 
coming  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  on  June 
20,  1933.

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PREPARATION  OF  TRAVEL  ACCOUNTS

reimbursement  vouchers  containing  claims  for  per  diem  expense  which  do  not 
clearly  indicate  the  itinerary  of  the  traveler.  Therefore,  it  is  requested  that 
the  principal  or  central  point'  visited  on  each  trip  be  shown  in  Standard 
Form  1012  and  1012a  in  connection  with  per  diem  claims.  In  the  event  that 
travel  is  made  to  farms,  or  one  general  locality,  a  general  statement  to  that 
effect  will  be  sufficient  to  show  the  location  of  the  traveler  during  the  time 
per  diem  expense  is  claimed.
